Germ tny DoOs In the Empire^ 
of Morocco. 


A “ Y ELLO W BOOK" BY FR A NC E 


Germany Rcapond* With a "White 
Book”—International Confer­ 
ence Commencée Today. 


The Biggest Sale Ever HeU Now On; 
O ut A nntial Jan« ai>7 C leai^g Salel 


An international 
conference con- 
Tenes today at Algeciras, Spain, to 
consider the Moroccan situation. 
The Empire of Morocco, an ab solute 
despotism, has b een In a state of tur­ 
moil îœ many years past, owing to 
the natural course of events in a coun 
try unrestricted b y any laws, civil or 
r^lgious, wid also on account of the 
steady warfare 
which 
the sultan, 
Malai Ab d-el-Asls, has had to wage 
against the pretenders to the throne. 
This caused a feeling of uneasiness 
among the Arab trib e In Algeria, the 
adjoining French territory, and led to 
efforts on the part of France to as­ 
sume a guardianship over Morocix). 
Germany was not willing to unre­ 
servedly Bg ree to this, b eing second 
only to Great Brltrin in the extent of 
her Interests In Morocco. 
In 1Ô02 the imports of the three 
powers into Morocco 
were: 
Great 
Britain, 16,210,000; Germany, fl,850, 
000, and France, 1380.000. 
The exports of Morocco to the three 
powers In 1002 were: To Great Brit-j 
aln, f2.099.000; to Germany, $ 535.000, 
and to France, $ 785,000. 
France, pursuing her Moroccan poll 
cy, sent a special mission to Fez last 
year. Germany and Great Britain did 
the same. The German emperor went 
still further. 
He 
visited 
Tangier 
March 31. 1905, on the Imperial yacht 
^ Hohenzollem, b ut 
remained 
ashore 
b arely two hours. 
During that time he made a speech, 
of which several versions were pub ­ 
lished. The sub stance of his majesty’s 
remarks, however, was that he assur­ 
ed the German residents that the sov 
ereignty and integrity 
of 
Morocco 
would b e maintained. 
The same day the then French min 
Ister of foreign affairs, M. Delcasse, 
made a magnificent 
speech 
In the 
senate at Paris, during which, after 
r^errtng to the sultan’s weakness and 
the anarchy resulting therefrom, "pre­ 
judicial to everyb ody^ and especially 
to France and Algeria,” he declared 
that "resistance in interested quarters 
would not cause France to modify 
her policy” in Morocco. 
This senti­ 
ment called forth vigorous applause. 
These utterances aroused b oth Ger 
1 many and Prance and caused excite­ 
ment throughout 
Europe, resulting, 
later, in a strained state of affairs 
and in the proposition to hold an in­ 
ternational conference on Morocco. 
France and Great Britain, April 8, 
1904, signed an agreement b y which 
the latter in sub stance gave France a 
free hand in Morocco In return for a 
free hand in Egypt, and the settle­ 
ment of the Newfoundland fisheries 
disputes; Great Britain also agreed 
to support France in her Moroccan 
policy. 
But, In the meanwhile, M. Delcasse 
was compelled to resign, June 
6, 1905, 
after directing the foreign affairs of 
France since June 28, 1898, and Pre­ 
mier Rouvler took the foreign port- 
^ fdfo. 
Sub sequent 
developments 
ahowed that the change 
1» the for­ 
eign office prob ab ly averted war b e­ 
tween Germany and Prance, as the 
Ib rmer country wm pressing the lat 
ter very severely, diplomatically. 
After considerab le further fencing 
b etween Germany and Prance those 
two powers, on July 
8, 1905, agreed 
on the b asis of a programme for the 
proposed 
international 
conference 
and without entering Into detaü s of 
the reforms proposed it may b e said 
that the main and most dangerous 
point to b e discussed at the confer- 
once Is the question whether Prance 
Is or Is not entitled to have a special 
SBd privileged position in Morocco.

may b e tu rned to health and v igor. 
Arrangements that 
accompany su p­ 
plications for rain are cu rv ed from 
right to left, so that the east wind 
may b e honored, and natu rally when 
clear weather Is b e ^ e d a rev erse or­ 
der is employed to appease the west 
wind. 
Sentiment is fairly emb odied In the 
maples of Japan, a land where more 
than three hu ndred species are b oast­ 
ed. In Nov emb er the coq u ette sends 
to her lov er a leaf or sprig of maple, 
and he, noting its many hu es of red 
and pu rple, thinks “like its color her 
lov e has changed.” The pine tree, on 
the contrary, means to the Japanese 
stab ility of character and eternity.

The flowers that the Japanese em­ 
phatically reject from their hierarchy 
are the rose and the lily.

lov ed In 
Great Britain and this cou ntry. 
The 
wistaria, magnolia, azelea, peach and 
plu m b lossoms and the morning glory 
may b e added to those already men­ 
tioned as especially holding their at­ 
tention and fav or. 
Du ring the kiku (chryanthemu m) 
festiv al at Aoyama the flowers’ petals 
are placed in the wine cu ps and pass­ 
ed arou nd as an insu rance of long 
life and happiness. 
When so many 
b eau ties are gathered together as at 
this festiv al, each cu rv e, each leaf, 
each twig hav ing a direction and pro- 
portion regu lated b y the most rigor­ 
ou s and immemorial principles, there 
is also a stringing together of soft 
words which tell the stranger their 
respectiv e names—^ten thou sand times 
sprinkled with gold, 
b order of the 
thin mists, shades of the ev ening su n. 
wav es of the 
morning 
su n, moon’s 
halo, companion of the moon, snow 
on the leaf ^ f the 
b amb oo, starlit 
night, golden dew, dishev eled hair In 
morning sleep, spray 
capped wav e 
and dawn sky b eing a few of the mu l­ 
titu de, b espeaking poetic Imagination. 
In the arrangem ent of chrysanthe­ 
mu ms the Japanese 
gu ard 
against 
sev en fau lts. 
Their stems mu st not 
b e of the same length, a single flower 
mu st not tu rn its hack or present its 
fu ll face, the flowers mu st not b e hid­ 
den b y leav es, or, shou ld they b e ar­ 
ranged in the way 
of steps, a fu ll 
b lown flower shou ld nev er b e placed 
at the b ase of the composition and 
one odd one mu st not b e allowed to 
fall b etween two others alike in color. 
Three flowers shou ld not appear to 
form a triangle.—New York Herald

Su ggestion of great i ossib ili‘^ics of 
fresh water su pply Is giv en in a paper 
b y Professor C. H. 
Hitchcock, 
of 
Dartmou th college, says the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle. It is a stu dy of fresh 
water springs in the ocean and with­ 
in a lew miles of the shore. 
Enou gh 
is known of the 
existenca of su ch 
springs to w arrant 
the b elief that 
there mu st b e v ast q u antities of fresh 
water discharged in this way throu gh 
u ndiscov ered 
springs, 
and perhaps 
close to b ig cities and to fertile soil 
where the water is needed for drink­ 
ing or for irrigation. 
Some of these 
springs show artesian conditions and 
will rise thirty-two to forty-two feet 
b y the pressu re of the su pply. There 
is a porou s water-b earing stratu m b e­ 
neath an imperv iou s cov er. 
Piercing 
this b y b oring giv es access to a water 
su pply that will rise q u ite a height 
withou t pu mping. 
One of the most notab le examples 
of this condition is at the island of 
Oahu . 
The plantations on this is­ 
land hav e made v alu ab le u se of the 
water for 
irrigation 
pu rposes. 
On 
one plantation 5,000 acres are so ir­ 
rigated. 
Thou gh 
the 
pu mps work 
continu ou sly the water nev er falls. 
Close to the coast line no pu mps are 
needed, as the water rises tw'enty-tw^o 
feet. 
At Honolu lu su ch w'ater will 
rise forty-two 
feet. 
At 
Oahu they 
reach this w-ater-b earing stratu m b y 
Imrlng 300 to 400 feet. Some of these 
springs well u p so pow’erfu lly as to 
prev ent the ocean water from com­ 
mingling with 
the 
fresh 
in cases 
where the artesian water finds its 
own ou tlet throu gh a crev ice in the 
imperv iou s strata. 
Pow^erfu l streams 
are said to discharge millions of gal­ 
lons of water throu gh artificial open- 
lings v ery near the seashore. 
These 
are b eliev ed to 
continu e 
some dis­ 
tance ou t to sea and then to well u p 
mingled with the ocean b illows. 
Professor Joseph Le Conte In his 
“Geology” mentions the existence of 
fresh water 
springs 
rising in the 
ocean 
near 
Hawaii. 
Arou nd 
the 
Florida coast there is mu ch of this 
water, and at many places it is b ored 
for 
and 
u tilized. 
The 
wonderfu l 
Silv er spring, which 
b u rsts a fu ll- 
grown 
nav igab le 
riv er Immediately 
from its sou rce Is giv en as an exam­ 
ple of the 
u ndergrou nd 
conditions 
that produ ce the u nderocean spring. 
It is the rainfall of a region far away, 
perhaps, 
and 
the 
water 
filtered 
throu gh miles of sand. 
Elise Reclu s, 
the great geographer, speaks of su ch 
springs existing east of the Isle of 
Pines. 
All this su ggests the possi­ 
b ility that la the fu tu re many b ig 
discov er that 
they can ob tain an ab u ndant su pply 
of pu re drinking water almost at their 
doors b y searching u nder the ocean 
for what is now going to waste and 
mixing with the b rine.. It certainly 
stands to reason that if so many ou b 
b u rsts of fresh water In the sea are 
already known there mu st b e others 
yet to b e discov ered.
